European Paintings 


at Local Gallery 


The Addison Gallery is offering an oppor- 
tunity for the public to see examples of mod- 
ern European painting in color reproductions 
from March 1-22. As it is difficult to see the 
original work of European artists in this 
country, and as these reproductions are the 
fmest examples of color printing in the world, 
this exhibition is well worth a visit from those 
who would like to add to their understanding 
of modern art. 

An effort has been made to interpret the 
exhibition for the layman. Wall placards 
describe the various movements in modern 
art, and define the expressions which one 
constantly hears but seldom really under- 
stands—“ Expressionism” ‘‘ Futurism, ’’ 
“Super Realism” etc. The exhibition is di- 
vided into four groups. The early moderns 
are represented by Daumier, Corot, Manet, 
Monet, and Renoir. Another group presents 
the later movement led by Cezanne and the 
Post Impressionists. In this latter group is 
the work of Seurat, Gauguin and Van Gogh 

Twentieth century paintings comprise two 
sections. In the first group are the painters 
Matisse, Derain, Utrillo, Rouault, Lauren 
cin, Bonnard, etc., and in the second—Pi- 
casso, Mondriaan and many others. 

The Cleveland artist exhibit still 
tinues. 

There is no evidence of a sectional unity in 
this group of paintings. The exhibition gives 
one the impression that the work of th 
Cleveland artists is representative of what 
happening at the present moment in Ameri- 
can art in general, and, indeed, in American 
life in general. Experimentation is the order 
of the day. The various “isms” which made 
up the modern movement have been dis- 
carded, the desire to dramatize American 
industrial life appears to have died down, and 
now the artist is groping not only for an 
individual means of expression, but for a 
more positive point of view. 

Diversity of subject matter is as apparent 
as diversity in technique in these paintings. 
The “American Scene” plays a normal part 
in the general selection of subjects, but the 
chimneys and steel frames of industry are 
less in evidence than in previous years. 
Paintings of landscapes in every season of the 
year, houses of the Victorian era, portraits, 
European villages, interiors, etc., make up 
the list. As is to be expected, Henry G. Keller 
is well represented. ‘‘A Spring Day” and 
“Morning in the Velez Mountains” are good 
examples of his brilliant and facile technique. 
Jessie Butler Sutton’s painting of “ Kather- 
ine” is interesting more for its color and 
design than as a portrait study. The two 
landscapes by Jack J. Greitzer, although 
small in size, are perhaps the most arresting 
pictures in the exhibition. There is a poetic 
quality in his use of color, and an absence of 
that striving for effect which characterizes 
some of the other paintings.

Arrests in 1935 


Andover’s police record was decidedly 
better in 1935 than in 1934, the annual 
report of Chief of Police George A. Dane 
shows.

Total appropriations of $591,299.15 were 
made at the annual town meeting Monday 
afternoon, resulting in a tax rate as conserva- 
tively estimated by the town treasurer of 
$29.50, thirty cents hig! er than last year’s, 
and the equal of the highest in the town’s 
history. It was, however, below the $30.20 
estimate of the finance committee. Although 
the town appropriated over $4,000 more than 
the finance committee originally recom- 
mended, $16,000 was appropriated to the 
assessors from free cash, to reduce the rate, 
the net expenditures being $12,000 lower 
than the finance committee recommended, 
resulting in a drop of about 75 cents from 
their estimated rate. Town officials believe 
that the $29.50 will not be exceeded when the 
actual rate is determined, and it may be 
lower. 

The outstanding event of the afternoon 
was the passage of the zoning by-law in its 
third attempt at a regular town meeting. The 
count was 356 for and 84 against, and on a 
recount there were 402 for and 38 against. 

Walter M. Lamont, chairman of the 
planning board, opened the discussion by 
moving its adoption, stating that they had 
made every attempt to reach those interested, 
had made a new agricultural district and had 
tried to comply with all suggestions. Milton 
Chambers moved that the matter be laid on 
the table until the next annual meeting, and 
Henry A. Bodwell spoke against this. 
Richard G, Whipple moved that the question 
be put to immediate vote, and after Ralph 
W. Emerson had spoken in favor of the 
revised law moderator Fred Butler ruled that 
Mr. Whipple’s motion allowed no debate. 
Mr. Whipple’s motion to vote immediately 
was passed, Mr. Chambers’ motion to lay on 
the table, was overwhelmingly defeated and 
then the origina! motion of Mr. Lamont was 
carried by much more than the two-thirds 
necessary. 

The next article, to rescind the old interim 
zoning ordinance, after considerable legal 
discussion, was rescinded “If, as and when the 
new law is accepted by the attorney-general.” 

The meeting was the shortest in recent 
years for an annual session, lasting only two 
1ours and fifty minutes, despite the long 
warrant.

After the recent political campaign I 
fully realize that a local editorial on 
personalities is far more interesting than 
one limited to facts, figures and tenden- 
cies of governmental duties and func- 
tions. It is, however, these more imper- 
sonal subjects that L am going to lightly 
touch upon in the following brief dis- 
cussion. 

To begin with, we have two separate 
and distinct attitudes that we may adopt 
toward our governing bodies. The first 
and more alluring is to gradually turn 
over to town, country, state or national 
government more and more of the fune- 
tions that were once entirely in the 
hands of individuals. Roads, bridges, 
water, sewer, schools, playgrounds and 
a host of other facilities are almost en- 
tirely out of the hands of the individual, 
and the vast majority approve. We are 
now in the midst of the most extreme 
social change for many years, the shift 
from individuals to society at large of 
the support of the unemployed and aged 
through the social security act, a aea- 
sure that will cost approximately %5,- 
000,000,000 a year by 1949. This is the 
most emphatic proof of what govern- 
mental costs and resulting taxes are 


brought about by the new duties our | 


government is assuming. 

The second attitude we may take, 
and the only one that can ever result in 
decreased taxes is to do more for our- 
selves. This is the harder way, and 
cannot be painted in rosy colors or de- 
scribed in terms of comfort and ease. I

The American Woolen tax appeal ap- 
propriation of $5,000 was withdrawn, since 
there may be a settlement on this matter and 
since the machinery tax may be repealed by 
the legislature. 


AMBULANCE DEFEATED 


Other features of the meeting included the 
defeat of the new ambulance and the sub- 
stitution therefor of $350 for repairs on the 
old, the passing of the new appropriations for 
playgrounds in Shawsheen and the Vale, and 
the increase of $10,000 in the snow removal 
appropriation because of the amount spent 
on the recent storms. 

Under article two, Dr. William D, Walker 
was re-elected trustee of the Cornell fund, 
and under article three the salaries of the 
elective officers were set at the same rate as a 
year ago, 

At this point J. Augustus Remington asked 
unanimous consent to present a resolution in 
honor of the late Andrew McTernen, former 
selectman who had served the town in 
various capacities for many years. 

Starting on the regular budget, Chairman 
Hugh Bullock of the finance committee 
advised caution, pointing out the increased 
appropriations, the size of the bonded debt, 
decreased income, etc, All the appropriations 
went through with minor changes until the 
town officers appropriation when Selectman 
Shepard announced a reduction of something 
over $2,000, part of which was to have been 
used for legal services for the tax appeal case. 
On motion of Thaxter Eaton the appropria- 
tion was increased sixty dollars to provide 
clerical help for his office. 

PLAYGROUNDS APPROVED 

The Shawsheen and Ballardvale play- 
ground artcle brought forth the first lengthy 
discussion, Stafford A, Lindsay made the 
motion to appropriate $1,000, and John F. 
O'Connell rose to ask what supervised play 
was and to suggest that this might better 
start by popular subscription. Mr. Emerson 
stated that the village and Vale should re- 
ceive the same treatment as the center of the 
town in this respect, and William C, Crowley 
said that popular subscription had not work- 
ed very well. The O'Connell amendment was 
voted down, and the original motion passed. 

Saul Shthrumpfman moved the appropria- 
tion of $1,000 for taking over land for the 
West Center school playyard, suggesting that 
community work would probably go far 


toward improving the land if obtained. Mr, | 
Bullock said that it was not a question of the 


necessity of the proposition in the finance 
committee's mind, but rather of the title of 
the land which had not been straightened out. 
The motion was indetinitely postponed, and 
later the committee reappointed to conduct a 
further survey this year, 

The ambulance also evoked considerable 
discussion. Selectman Shepard moved an 
appropriation of $3300, and Fred H, Eaton 
amended by substituting $350 for repair of 
the present machine. George Squires stated 
that he didn’t want to be in the “junk” when 
the rear end falls out of it, and Mr, Eaton 
said that he had been reliably informed that 
it could be put in first class condition for not 
over $350. He said a breakdown on one oc- 
casion was no argument. Mr. Shthrumpfman 
said that it was the hardest thing he ever 
rode in. Walter Coleman favored a new ambu- 
lance, and Mr, O'Connell quoted James L, 
Toohey, Studebaker representative, as saying 
that $350 was Hed rare, Mr. Toohey 
amplified his statement, saying that the 
ambulance could be repaired and go another 
5,000 to 10,000 miles without any danger 
He also questioned the advisability of spend- 
ing $3300 if $2600 would do. The motion for 
$350 prevailed
